Five Miles in Any Direction lo Land- 


Filly Persons Drowned In Spile ol 


Heroic BRorta of Volunteer Res- 
cuers—The Waters Receding. 


COLUMBVS, Misa., April U.—The last 


five days have been the moat distress- 
ing this section has ever experienced. 
Wednesday morning the Tombigbee 
river, already full, began rising rapidly. 
By Thursday morning all the low lands 
were submerged, the river having risen 
fourteen feet that night. It continued 
to rise all that day and by Friday morn- 
ing it was seven feet higher than waa 
ever known before. Block and Luxa- 
pll creeks joined their waters with the 
Toinbigbeo and Columbus was then 
literally an island with five miles of 
water in every direction. 


There hits been great loss of life, and 


nn immense quantity of property de- 
stroyed. 
Kourteen 
negroes 
were 


drowned within a few miles of this 
plncv. A low estimate puts the loss of 
life lit fifty iu this county. To this 
time no whites have been reported 
drmvned. 


The Hood carried destruction in all 


dlvectlons. Hundreds of homes hove 
hi-pn swept awiiy, miles and miles of 
fences destroyed, und the loss of mules 
and entile i.s fearful. 
The river and 


urci-kH rose so rapidly that a great num- 
ber of people were aroused from their 
Hlnnibera by the rush of water through 
llii-lr houses and of course could save 
nothing of their household effects. 


When thu extent of the flood was re- 


nll/.ud the city government had a great 
number of boats made and rescuing 
pnrtlt'S began their labors of mercy. 
Hmulrcd.s wore saved and brought to 
this city und ure now being cared for 
by the citizens. There me no less than 
1100 negroes here now being sheltered 
mid feil by the city und county jointly. 
Tin- loss has been so great and the belt 
su extended Unit the mayor of the city 
niul tin- president of the board of super- 
visors have telegraphed Hon. John Al- 
len, congressman from this district, 
iiHlcing him to appeal to the federal 
government for aid. 


(Irent damage has been done the road- 


beds und trestllng of the Molinc A Ohio 
and Georgia Pacific roads, the lattfei- 
hns five miles of track washed away be- 
tween here and Woverly, and there are 
several washouts on the Mobile & Ohio 
between hero and Arteshi. This road 
has run no trains here since Wednes- 
day. For two days the Georgia Pacific 
did imthing, but 
they got a train 


through from Birmingham Saturday. 
The wires were down in all directions. 
The- correspondent, in company with 
thn manager of the Western Union 
Telegraph Co. at tills place, rode for 
mil™ In a boat with thp hope of being 
able to repair the wires and let the 
world know something of the destruc- 
tion that had been wrought in this sec- 
tion by t he unprecedented floods. On that 
ride the most terrible destruction was 
witnessed. Houses, cattle, corncrlbs and 
furniture was buing carried uway by the 
raging water. 


Uescuing parties had narrow escapes. 


C'ol. Wni. Baldwin, a prominent at- 
torney of this city and Mr. Wm. John- 
son, were out early and continued their 
good work all day and in their eager- 
ness to save others, overloaded their 
boat.

Shipping Circles. 


FORTY-EIGHT HDMAHLNES IMPERILED 


Together With Property Valued at $248,- 


ooo—Names of Four Vessels Sup- 


posed to be Lost in the Re- 


cent Eastern Dales. 


PHILADEI PIIIA, April 11.—Shipping 


circles are at present greatly alarmed 
over the probable loss of three vessels, 
the crews numbering forty-eight per- 
sons, and property to the valuation of 
about 1248,000. On January 28 last, 
the Italian bark 
Immacoluta, Capt. 


Muro, sailed from Cienfuegos for thia 
port laden with sugar valued at 163,000 
and manned by a crew of sixteen per- 
sons, since which time she has never 
been heard from nor seen. 


The German ship Alarich, Capt. Eg- 


gess, bound from lluelva to Philadel- 
phia or New York, has not been heard 
from since leaving that port, February 
23, and hopes for her safety have been 
given up. She was laden with 2,300 
tons of copper ore and was manned by 
a crew of twenty-five men. 


On March 8, the well-known old Phil- 


adelphia-built 
schooner, 
Tayloraud 


Matins, sailed from Norfolk, for Sew 
York wilh a cargo of lumber, and since 
that time has not been seen nor have 
any of the seven members of the crew 
been heard from.

RUNS WITHOUT SMOKE. 


An Engine Tnat Goes a Mile in 


Forty-seven seconds. 


The Illinois Central Railroad company 


believes it has at last found an engine 
that will do satisfactorily what the com- 
pany haa sought to do for several years— 
abolish the smoke nnnance BO far as it is 
concerned. This belief is based on the 
fact that it will successfully burn anthra- 
cite coal. 


Bat this is only one of the qualifica- 


tions of this big machine—for it is a 
monster of ita kind. It possesses great 
speed; has made a mile in forty-ee\en 
seconds. In addition to this it is highly 
economical in the use of steam. 


The engine is only recently from the 


Baldwin Locomotive worke, where en- 
gines of ita pattern have been built for 
the Philadelphia & Reading railroad. It 
is a decided departure from anything 
that has ever been used on the suburban 
lines running into Chicago. 


The main object sought by its inventor 


and builders DBS been to do away with 
smoke and noise and to increase the speed 
and other running possibilities. Economy 
of fael has not been one of the features 
provided for in its construction, for it will 
be necessary to use anthracite coal ex- 
clusively under the boilers. 


In appearance the new engine resem- 


bles an exaggerated form of the latest 
pattern ot freight engines. 
ltd massive 


boiler und heavy running gear towers 
above the engines now nesdin the service. 
Its cab is a third larger than the average 
engine cab, and the tender is correspond- 
ingly smaller. Above the straight high- 
pressure cylinders on each side, which 
are twelve inches in diameter, are placed 
low-pressure cylinders, twenty inches in 
diameter. 
The two sate of cylinders 


work independently, so the engine can 
be operated either with compound or 
direct steam. Each of the cylinders is 
provided with aa indicator for the pur- 
pose of showing the distribution of the 
steam. The drive wheels lire six m num- 
ber und sixty-one and 
live eighths 


nches in diameter, nod the length of 
stroke is twenty-four ini'he--. The boiler 
isot the Wjotten pullet n, made ihringb- 
out of Hinged plates of bomogeueous 
cast steel five-eighths mthes thick, with 
a steam pressure of 373 pound < alove 
working

iu width, and 41 lj inches in depth. 
The grate area is thns nnusally large and 
the blast is light. For this reason the 
fire will burn with less difference in in- 
tensity while the engine is at rest com- 
pared with when it is in motion. The 
weight of the engine on the drivers is 
61,000 pounds, and the total weight is 
estimated at 158,000 pounds. 


All thpse improvements contribute 


directly toward possibilities in speed. 


The tests will cover the suburban ser- 


vice, acoomodatiou service and probably 
the freight service. For the present 
tests anthracite-pea coal and Illinois 
screening, mixed in equal parte, is being 
used as fuel. Later an attempt will be 
made to use Illinois coal entirely. The 
tests will continue for n month or six 
weeks, und upon the results will depend 
whether or not the Illinois Central of- 
ficials will adopt the locomotive for the 
suburban service.
